PLATFORM AND STAGE, 


It is doubtful whether the most speculative 
of musicians ever fancied the coincidence of 
opera with aerial bombardment. Tschaikowsky, 
in his “1812,” has given picturesque expression 
to the thunder of Napoleon’s guns and of the 
Russian cannon which replied to‘'them. But he 
was born too soon. The powers of the air were 
not yet mastered when he wrote, else ~ 1812 '' 
might have been different. It, has been re- 
served for 1917 to witness the conjunction of 
aerial attack and unimpeded operatic, art. 
combination, quite fortuitous, of German 
“frighifulness” and Beecham enterprise, has 
given us a hint that may be utilised by Strauss 
or some of his successors of the noisy operatic 
school. Sir ‘Thomas Beecham’s company played 
“Tristan and Isolda” a few nights ago at 
Drury lane, and, while the orchestra and 
singers were unfolding the great beauty of the 
Wagner masterpiece, his fellow-countrymen, 
with bomb and aerial torpedo, improvised a 
series of effects both new and startling. They 
dropped these missiles freely in the neighbour- 
hood of Drury lane, oblivious of the fact that 
London, true to art and to the catholicity of 


culture, worshipped at the shrine of Wagner. | 
lt was as though our airmen had decided to | 


bomb German theatres at the moment when 
our Shakespeare’s plays were being witnessed 
there. The great love scene between Tristan 
and isolda was in progress when the bombs 
fell round about the theatre. The audience 
kept their seats, the orchestra interpreted 
their score; the lovers sang, as if the bombs 
were quite as legendary as the operatic inci- 
dent. Was ever woman in such humour 
wooed ? Was ever woman in, such humour 
won? 
This incident is. the 
week in London. Is Sir Thomas 
anxious to repeat it? Most men 
modestly forego the opportunity.

“The Imperial Obligation” is the pro- 
vision of a future, as secure as it can be 
made, for those who have been so 
far maimed in the war and its sub- 
sidiary operations as to lose part of 
their industrial capacity. Of the 
force of this obligation there can be no 
two opinions. Rather, one would think of 
it as a glorious heritage than as an obliga- 
tion, with all that that term connotes. Mr.

industrial life. Most of us know of such 
cases. The establishment of local pen- 
sions committees has ‘‘speeded up” the 
process, since a large portion of the work 
of these committees is devoted to the find- 
ing of suitable occupation for those who 
appeal to them. It is not to be thought of 
that the industrial reconstruction which 
must follow after the war will have as one 
of its issues the throwing of these men 
into the ranks of the unemployed. Their 
upkeep is now an “ Imperial obligation.” 
The point is that the obligation is already 
with us, and cannot be postponed till 
peace returns. But even if the work as a 


any adequate provision of new homes will 
be so great that, long before they have 
been erected, those for whom they are 
intended will already have been provided 
for in other ways. 

e thus again we see that the element of 
time is the weak point of Mr. Mawaon as 
scheme. It is, we think, better to treat 
this wholesale creation’of model suburbs 
or model villages on a much wider and 
freer basis than the mere suitable housing 
of those to whom we owe so much. The 
whole question of the housing of our 
population and the prompt and permanent 
wiping out of the slum must be one of 
the first of our great national considera- 
tions. It is a matter in every case for the 
municipality, under the control of the 
State. That thom who have lost some 
portion of their economic efficiency in our 
service should have first choice in this, 
and in every other privilege that may be 
offered, goes without saying, and here 
again we fall into line with Mr. Mawson's 
concept. 

We observe that a preliminary edition 
has been privately circulated among many 
of our eminent men and women, includ. 
ing the King and Queen. As a result, 
many commendatory replies have been re- 
ceived, one of which, from Sir Douglas 
Haig, 1s quoted as a foreword to the book. 
In all these congratulations we must 
heartily join. In some of them points of 
kindly criticism have been raised, to which 
the author replies more or less effectively ; 
but the chief merit of the book lies in the 
fact that it brings home to us more 
strongly than ever the debt we owe to 
those in whose interests it has been writ- 
ten, and suggests at least one way in 
which we may endeavour to wipe out that 
debt. The value of the book is enhanced 
by several useful appendices, one of which 
is a eynopsis of the book itself. 


An Imperial Obligation.” Uy T. HH. Mawson

MR. BODKIN’S REPRODUCTIONS. 

Mr. Thomas Bodkin does not call his 
renderings of modern French poems in 
this book “ translations”; he calls them 
“reproductions.” It is the right word, 
and the distinction is significant. The 
common method of translation of French, 
or any other foreign verse, and the easiest, 
is a free rendering of the thought and 
language of the original in some different 
English metre—and the basis of verse 
structure in French differs exceedingly 
from that in English, Mr. Bodkin has 
set himself an infinitely harder task. “ My 
efforts,” he says in his modest preface, 
“ have been devoted to making poems that 
will read as though they were spon- 
taneously planned in English, that will 
convey the exact significance of the 
originals, and that will reproduce, as far 
as is possible, the metre, the verse form, 
the rhyme scheme, and the assonance of 
their models.” 

The result is one of the most delightful 
books of poetry that it has been our good 
fortune to read for a very long time. Mr. 
Bodkin has diminished the difficulties of 


his undertaking by careful selection. He | 


disclaims any intention to give an ade- 
quate impression of the richness and 
variety of modern French poetry, because, 
concerned as he is to reproduce rather 


long process of liberation was reached. In 
spite of the mass of detail which Dr. 
Seton-Watson gives us, he never loses 
sight of the ideas at work 

The chief impression which the volume 
leaves on our mind is the length of time 
required for the evolution of nationality in 
the Balkans. It is an old lesson, but one 
that a hurrying age finds hard to bear in 
mind. Men speak of the rise and growth 
of Christianity ‘as if it had happened in a 
year or a generation. It was at least 
four hundred years before the early 
Church assumed a definite form. Take 
another instance. We speak of the Refor 
mation as if a definite date or dates in 
Henry VIII.'s reign covered the matter: 
the Reformation began with the Renais- 
sance, and is still in progress. The truth 
is that the histerian requires as much | 
time as the geologist for his processes, and | 
the sooner the Historian enters his claim | 
for a long period, the better for the un 
derstanding of the past. ‘Few historians | 
have learned this lesson so thoroughly as 
Dr. Seton-Watson. His early chapters 
give enough of the past to enable us to fill 
in a background for the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries. Indeed, we are not 
sure that this is not one of the most 
illuminating portions of the whole book. 
It is really most difficult to discharge this 
task so well as the author has discharged 
it, and we envy him his power of extract- 
ing their essence from details. 

From another point of view the work of 
the historian deserves lavish praise. In 
one book the author surveys the relations 
of the four Balkan States to one another 
and to Turkey. That is, he employs the 
comparative method, and employs it with 
rare ability. In successive chapters he 
deals with the Serbs, the Greeks. the 
Rumanians, and the Bulgarians. Then 
comes the consideration of outside influ- 
ences in the shape of the rivalry of 
Austria and Russia. It is clear that some 
of the chapters were written during the 
winter of 1913-14: this book is obviously 
no levre de circonstance. In his account of 
the Turko-Balkan war Dr. Seton-Watson 
writes with reserve, for he knows quite 
well that the two Balkan wars were waged 
under such conditions of absolute secrecy 
that the real truth is still hidden. The 
Bulgarian Staff, in issuing reports of the 
progress of the campaign, was possessed 
of as much imagination as the German 
Staff at the present moment. The instruc- 
tor, Baron von der Goltz, summed up 
briefly the. causes of the Turkish defeat. 
He held that a modern army of a million 
of men cannot be created out of nothing in 
three years, and that Europe, in passing 
sentence, completely overlooked the fact 
that the beaten army was onty three years’ 
old. These were excuses that passed 
muster at the time.

Florence is “ unequalled by any sculptor 
of the fourteenth century, while the 
great altar-piece which he painted to the 
order of Tommaso di Rossello Strozz for 
his chapel in the Church of S. Maria No- 
vella, Florence, and the mosaic which he 
executed for the front of the great Cathe- 
dral of Orvieto, prove the versatility and 
general excellence of his work. Mr. Ward 
challenges the statement of Vasari that 
the well-known frescoes of “ The Triumph 
of Death,” “The Last Judgment,” and 
“The Inferno” in the Campo Santo at 
Pisa are the work of Orcagna. He attri- 
butes them to the Sienese painters, Pietro 
and Ambrogio Lorenzetti, though some 
would assign them to unknown Pisan 
artists. 

The book is illustrated by twenty-four 
full-page reproductions, mostly from 
photegraphs by Aliman. We shall await 
with pleasant anticipation the third and 
concluding volume It will furnish a 
survey of the work and methods of the 
principal masters of Italy who practised 
their art in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. k 6.

“ Vedette’s ’ narrative first appeared in 
the pages of Blackwood’s Magazine. Its

Guards regiment from the day when he 
entrained at Waterloo till he was knocked 
out in the great Somme 4ffensive of 1916. 
One hardly realises at first what real 
skill, alike in selection of matter and in 
construction, has gone into this book: 
the young soldier is an admirable writer. 
It is rather remarkable how free these 
sketches are from all subjectivity. There 
is hardly a trace of any of the deeper emo- 
tions or questions to which French soldier- 
authors so often give expression. “ En- 
sign,” like the ttre British officer and 
soldier, is a cheerful, efficient, ractical 
person, not much given to m , and 
still less to the disclosure of them. 

For the sake of our Dublin readers we 
shall make one extract from “ Vedette's’ 
story. It will be read by many with sym- 
pathy and pride. His battalion was wait- 
ing on the very edge of the Somme battle- 
field for its turn to go into that inferno. 
Past them “ rattled and tramped the vast 
outgoing traffic of the battlefield.’ At 
last “between the gaps in the traffic, 
marching in a dense white he, came the 
reninants of the battalions which had just 
written Ginchy in letters of blood upon 
their Colours. Our Ensign had seen that 
splendid Irish division’ marching into ac- 
tion less than a week before, with pipes 
skirling out the old Irish dirs and green 
flags waving, @ jaunty, defiant, deathless 
band. Not a whit less jaunty, not a whit 
less defiant, though the Reaper had been 
busy in their ranks, our Ensign saw them 
again to-day, slow-footed and mud-stained, 
dirty and unshaven, yet marching with the 
gait of victors.
